Statement of services for which the decorations have been 
uwaraeel. 

On me 2ird February, 1981, at about 19.00 hours, Shri 
Inoiapai Ciictna, deputy AupeuntcJiaent ol Police District 
j dutUii, received miomiaaon mat the gang of dacoit Pnooian 
Devi ana g^iig ui aucoiC r>ai wan were nxaing near village 
Barm arm vriiuge oaimiera respectively. Sim rntirapal Chand 
inioimed the sapcruitencunt or Police. He left lor the hide¬ 
out ot the aacOiU wan Police force available. But before 
the police couid take up position, it was learnt that the gang 
ol daunt Phooian dcvi nau escaped, the Police force was 
divided into six groups. Shri lndrapal Chand was the 
Incharge of Police party No. 4, which was entrusted with 
the tasK of raiding tne hide-out of Baiwan gang from the 
siae ot village Resoolpur. Baiwan and his gang, which were 
spotted in the Arnar held were challenged. Ihe dacoits 
started a volley ot lire on the Police who also fired on the 
dacoits. In the meantime the dacoits ran towards village 
Parasan. Shri lndrapal Chand chased the dacoits across the 
field and furrows for nearly 32 Kms. He was successful in 
getting released a person kidnapped by this gang. 


When the dacoits were being chased by the Police parties 
No. 4, 5 & 6, Snri Mool Chand, Inspector of Police, District 
Kanpur, Dehat, was sent to village Parasan to assist the 
raiding party by the canal road. He cordoned off the area 
from the side of village Chandyut on river Betwa. At about 
10.00 A.M., on 24th February, 1981, when the dacoits want¬ 
ed to cross the river, they were challenged by the Police 
party. The dacoits then took shelter in a pit of brick kiln. 
The firing between the Policemen and dacoits continued 
for sometime. Alter sometime Shri Mool Chand alongwith 
two Sub-Inspectors of Police dashed towards a stack Of clay 
bricks near the pit so that they could fire on the dacoits 
effectively. When the Police party dashed towards the stack 
of clay bricks in the open, the dacoits opened a volley of 
fire on them. One of the shots hit Shri Mool Chand on 
his leg and he fell down on the ground in the open. In 
disregard of his injury, he fired two shots on the dacoits, A 
cry was heard from the dacoits 4 Mar Gaya’. In the mean¬ 
time a shot hit Shri Mod Chand on his head and he was 
killed on the spot. 

On the northern side Shri lndrapal Chand crawled in the 
open and launched an attack on the dacoits. Six dacoits 
were killed in the encounter. 


In the encounter with the dacoits Shri lndrapal Chand 
and Shri Mod Chand exhibited conspicious gallantry, exem¬ 
plary courage and exceptional devotion to duty. 


These awards are made for gallantry under rule 4fi) of 
the rules governing the award of the President’s Police 
Medal and consequently carry with them the special allow¬ 
ance admiss ; ble under rule 5, with effect from the 23rd 
February, 1981.

On the 23rd February, 1981, at about. 19.00 hours, informa¬ 
tion was received oy tne Police that the gang ot dacOit of 
Pnooian Devi and the gang ot aacoit Taiwan were hiding 
near village JbarJtnera. Un receipt ot the imormation, Police 
torce was mu raised and was aiviued into six parties. One 
of these parties was headed by Shri Uma Shankar Bajpai, 
Superintendent of Police, District Jaiaun, himself. On-arrival 
at tne spot, the Police learnt that the gang ot dacoit Phoolan 
Devi had escaped. Ihe Police parties took up their posi¬ 
tions sometimes after midnight. At about 6.30 in the morn¬ 
ing of 24th February,, the gang of Dacoit Balwant was 
sighted in the Arhar field. The dacoit were challenged but 
they started a volley of fire on the Police. They started 
running South and South West and took up positions near 
village Parasan where they were trapped by various Police 

parties. While Shri lndrapal Chand, DSP, took position 

m the north, Shri Uma Shankar Bajpai covered the 

dacoit gang from the West or the South-West. On the 
Southern side they were covered by Shri Jai Dyal 

Chandel. Eastern flank was uncobered. Shri Mool Chand, 
Shri Ramayan Singh, Sub-Inspector of Police, Station Officer, 
Kadaura, District Jaiaun and Shri Vinod Kumar Udainia, 
Second Officer, PS Bhognipur, District Kanpur, Dehat, broke 
away from the parent party in order to cover the North- 
Eastern of Eastern flank. Shri Dhruv Lai Yadav, Sub- 
Inspector of Police, Station Officer of PS Kalpi, District 
Jaiaun, formed another group and took up position on the 
East-South-East-side. Fhe dacoits had, at this point, taken 
position inside the brick kiln behind two parallel stacks of 
unbaked bricks. They fired on the Police party. In 
order to take up an advantageous position Shri Mool 
Chand, Shri Ramayan Singh and Shri Udainia rushed into 
the open to take up a position behind another stack of un¬ 
baked bricks. Shri Mool Chand was hit by a bullet and was 
killed on the spot. Shri Ramayan Singh and Shri Udainia 
were, however, able to reach their postion and kept on 
firing on the dacoits. However, they soon ran short of 
ammunition. In the meantime taking advantage of the posi¬ 
tion one of the dacoits crawled up to the place where 
Inspector Mool Chand was lying dead, collected his rifle 
and ammunition and dashed back to the pit. Tfiey once 
again started firing on the Pplice. Seeing the predicament 
of their colleagues, Shri Dhruv Lai Yadav rushed out in the 
open and joined Shri Ramayan Singh and Shri Udainia wfch 
fresh,fire power. Shri Bajpai also observed the above posi¬ 
tion from the opposite side and in disregard ©f f his 
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personal safety took up position behind the second stack 
of bricks on the Western side. In the encounter six 
dacoits were killed. 

In the above encounter Shri Dharam’ Raj Rai, Constable 
No. 15674 ‘O’ Coy, XI Battalion, PAC, accompanied Shri 
Indrapal Chand who was heading one of the Police parties. 
Shri Rai crawled right into the open alongwith Shri Indrapal 
Chand, and launched an attack on the dacoits. 

In the encounter with the gang of dacoit Balwan, Shri Uma 
Shankar Bajpai, Shri Dhruv Lai Yadav, Shri Ramayan 
Singh, Shri Vinod Kumar Udainia and Shri Dharam Raj Rai 
exhibited conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty 
of a very high order. 

These awards are made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of 
the rules governing the award of the Police Medal and con¬ 
sequently carry with them the special allowance admissible 
under rule 5; with effect from the 23rd February, 1981.

On the 21st February, 1981, Shri Virendra Pratap Singh, 
Sub-Inspector of Police, PS Rampura, Distt. Jalaun, received 
information that dacoit Jagram and his gang were present in 
the house of one Shri Ganesh Prasad of village Udyotpura. 
Shri Smgh immediately collected the~civil police and PAC 
force and rushed to the spot. He cardoned off the hiding 
place of the gang in village Udyotpura. While Shri Singh 
was in the process of surrounding the hide-out of the 
dacoits, the dacoits tired at the Police. An encounter en¬ 
sued between the Police and the dacoits. Shri Singh scaled 
over the tiled roof of the house alongwith other . police 
personnel in order to obtain a better position. The dacoits 
also tried to climb the roof of the house but were challenged 
by the police party. Two of the dacoits were killed in the 
encounter. The remaining seven dacoits went back inside 
the' house and continued heavy firing on the police party. 
The dacoits made an attempt to escape through the main 
door of the house under the cover of heavy firing through 
the holes in the-door panel. Shri Dinesh Chand Chaturvedi, 
Sub-Inspector of v Police, PS Madhogarh, District Jalaun, took 
up position on the main door and launched a frontal attack 
on the dacoits and contained them inside the house. He 
did not allow them to escape. He crawled up and took 
a position behind a platform (Chabutra) which was luckily 
available in front of the door. He kept on firing on the 
dacoits. Reinforcement was obtained. After the arrival of 
the reinforcement a further attack was launched on the 
dacoits and all of them were liquidated. 


In the encounter with the dacoits Shri Virendra Pratap 
Singh and Shri Dinesh Chand, Chaturvedi exhibited cons¬ 
picuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a high 
order.

No. 10/1/83-CS.II.—The rules for a limited departmental 
competitive' examination for inclusion in the Select list for 
Grade C of tse Central Secretariat Stenographers Service, 
Grade II of the Stenographers’ Sub-Cadre of Indian Foreign 
Service (B), Grare C of the Armed Forces Headquarters 
Stenographers’ Service and Grade ‘C’ of the Railway Board 
Secretariat Stenographers Service to be held by the Staff 
Selection Commission in 1983, are published for general 
information. 

2. The number of persons to be selected for inclusion in 
the Select Lists will be specified in the Notice issued by the 
Commission. 

Reservations will be made for candidates belonging to the 
Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes in respect of the 
vacancies as may'be fixed by the Government. 

Scseduled Castes/Tribes mean any of the Castes/Tribes* 
mentioned in the Constitution (Scheduled Castes) Order, 
1950 the Constitution (Scheduled Tribes) Order, 1950, the 
Constitution (Scheduled Castes) (Union Territories) Order, 
1951, the Constitution (Scheduled Tribes) (Union Territo¬ 
ries) Order, 1951, as amended by the Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes Lists (Modification) Order, 1956, the Bom¬ 
bay Reorganisation Act, 1960, the Punjab Reorganisation 
Act, 1966, The State of Himachal Pradesh Act, 19/0, and 
the North Eastern Areas (Re-organisation) Act, 1971 the 
Constitution (Jammu & Kassmir) Scheduled Castes Order,
